this commonwealth, if it appears that 
the applicant has. good reason to fear 
an injury to his person or property, 
and that he is a suitable person to be 
so licensed. 


Section 2. Whoever, except as pro- 


vided by the laws of this common- 
wealth, carries on his person-a pistol 
or revolver, without authority or per- 
mission as, provided in section 1 of this 
act, or whoever carries any stiletto, 
dagger, dirk-knife, slingshot or metal- 
He knuckles, shall upon conviction be 
punished by a fine of not less than fiftv 
nor more than one hundred dollars "or

We would assure 
them that they can easily overcome these difficulties if they only adopt the 
lipht method. A person sent to a foreign country where he must converse. 
if=ai nil in the language there spoken, will very quickly pick up enough o£ 
the tongue to communicate his thoughts. 
The little cMd very readily 


acquire^ Ihe ability to talk and ask for what H wants, and yet i£ adults 
would exercise only n part of the ingenuity shown by fhe average child 
they couid readily learn to speak the Innguagc of their adopted country. 


Some of ihe foreigners here may have such 
nn 
aversion 
for 
the 


language of their new country, that they avoid using it as much as possible 
This is a mistaken policy, because it must be sel£-cvidcnt that the inability 
to speak English with reasonable fluency is a great handicap in any line of. 
business or any walk of life in this country. The women of the foreign 
,,auonaliiics coming here are particularly culpable in their apparent 
indigerenee to the use of the English tongue. Some o£ them make abso- 
lutely no attempt to learn English. Even from their children at school they 
seldom acquire English enough to make themselves understood when they 


go shopping. 


To a-quire a knowledge o£ a foreign language, the most practical 


method is to use that language as much as possible. If the foreigners who 
come here would make up their minds to speak English in their homes, at 
their work aud when they meet one another on the streets, they would very 


Eoon he able to speak it fluently. 
We would advise them for their own 


good to adopt this melhod of learning English in order that they may 
become familiar with it as soon as possible. The readiness with which they 
can pick t.p the language by this means will amply compensate them for 


their trouble,

(Key could readily learn to speak the language of their adopted country. 


' Some of the foreigners here may have such an 
aversion 
for the 


language of their new country, that they avoid using it as much as possible 
This is a mistaken policy, because it must be self-evident, that the irmbilitj 
to speak English with reasonable fluency is a great handicap in any line a 
business or any walk of life in this country. The women of the foreign 
nationalities coming here • are 
particularly culpable in their 
apparent 


indifference to the wso of the English tocgue. 
Some.oE them make abso- 


lutely no attempt to learn English. Even from their children at school they 
seldom acquire English enough to make themselves understood when they 


go shopping.

To acquire a knowledge of a foreign language, the most practical 


method is to use that language os much as possible. If the foreigners who 
come here would make up their minds to speak English in their homes, al 
their work and when they meet one another on the streets, they would very

good to adopt this method of learning English in order that they may 
become familiar with it as soon as possible. The readiness with which they 
can pick up the language by this means will amply compensate- them for
